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DEPUTATION 
MINISTER 
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TO 


A deputation from the Licensed Grocers’ 
and Vintners’ Association yesterday waited 
on Mr. P. J. Ruttledge, Minister for Justice, 
to put before him a request for various reliefs 
sought by the Association. 

These included: That facilities for obtaining 
reasonable refreshment should be afforded for 
special occasions on Sundays in the four 
boroughs (Dublin, Cork, Limerick and Water- 
ford); that full discretion should be given 
to District Justices in the four boroughs in 
the matter of. endorsing licences; the removal 
of restrictions on the sale of excisable 
beverages on St. Patrick’s Day; that regis- 
tered clubs should be placed on the same 
position as licensed houses regarding the 
dispensing of liquor, both with reference to 
hours and supervision by the Civic Guards; 
that the opening hours of “on” licensed 
premises be from 9 a.m. to 10 p.m. 

They also asked for legislation to supply 
bona fide travellers: on Sundays during 
summer time from 2 p.m. to 9 p.m. without 
the necessity of making application to the 
Courts, as at present; the abolition of the 
afternoon closing hour in the Boroughs of 
Cork, Limerick and Waterford ; legislation to 
prevent bazks, brewers, distillers or whole- 
salers from holding retail licences, or through 
their representatives; that wine licences 
Should not be granted to chemists or to 
refreshment houses for consumption. off the 
premises; that no new off licences should be 
granted, and that the provisions of the Act of 
1927 dealing with redundant licences should 
be put into operation. 

The Minister promised the deputation that 
he would look caiefully into the matters 
placed before him.

RESOLUTIONS FOR 
CONGRESS

A demand for the setting up of a repre- 
sentative commission to inquire pubiicly into 
the working of the present system of school 
inspection, in view of the widespread dis- 


content among the National teachers of the. 


country, will be submitted to the 69th 
annual congress of the Irish National 
Teachers’ Organisation this year. 

The con , which will be held in Cork 
from March 30th to April 2nd inclusive, will 
deal with the subject of inspection under a 
motion from the Dublin branch. The pro- 
posed commission would, according to the 
terms of the motion, «nsure harmonious re- 
lations between teachers and inspectors. 

The congress will also be asked to demand 
that all Irish primary teachers be paid the 
scale of salaries embodied in the 1920 arbitra- 
tion award, and that the official regulations 
governing the retentio.: of teachers in Ahe 
Free State and Northern Ireland be altered 
so as to ensure ful: security of tenure and 
that’ no teacher’s salary should suffer in con- 
sequence of declining aitendance. 7 

A resolution forwarded by the Central 
Executive Council, as well as by several 
counties, urges that teachers othewise eligible 
for increments should not be debarred from 
receiving increments on the ground of failure 
to obtain an Irish certificate. 

Tralee, Listowel and Castlebar branches 
will ask for the appointment’ of a Govern- 
ment, Commission to inquire into the working 
of the Primary Education Department in all 
its phases. and pension terms equivalent to 
those applicable to Civil Servants are de- 
manded for all teachers. The school-leaving 
age will be discnssed on a proposal to raise 
it from 14 years to 16 years, and the Central 
Executive expressed strong opposition to the 
present method of recruiting entrants to the 
colleges and the regulations 
governing these 

In a number of other motions it is sug- 


rested that a fund should be organised for-

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It is very important for the health of a 
people that their, food should contain a 
sufficient quantity of mineral salts, and, above 
all, calcium. For example, it has been shown 
hy accurate. statistics that in regions where 
the drinking water contained a larger per- 
centage of lime, the percentage of men 
physically fit for military service was also 
larger. The only disadvantage about it is 
that when such water is boiled, the calcium 
or lime becomes insoluble, so that it cannot 
be absorbed by the human body. A new 
method in the preparing and ‘cooking of 
food has, therefore, éa found which makes 
it possible to introduce into prepared food 
the proper proportions of lime and other 
nutritive salts. This is accomplished by “the 
use of calcium salt tablets. The salts which 
they contain are not affected by cooking or 
boiling, and can there be readily assimilated. 
Morecver, these tablets prevent the lixivia- 
tion of vegetables, and give a better aroma 
to cheaper grades of coffee, The method has 
been examined and tested by the Central 
Public Heslth Bureau, and by the Hygiene 
Institute of the University of Berlin, and 
has been passed upon as being highly bene. 
ficial to nygitrition and health.

INQUEST ON CITY 
LABOURER 


A verdict of death from heart disease was 
returned at an inquest by Dr. D.. A. Mac- 
Erlean, City Coroner, and a jury at Steevens’s 
Hospital esterday on Alfred “George 
Norgrove, Strandville avenue, North Strand 
road, who colapsed after finishing work on 
a gas main at Ashtown on February 18th, and 
was admitted to the hospital dead. 

The deceased man was an employé of the 
Alliance and Dublin Consumers Gas Com- 


any. 

: ~ ee Williams, Upper Dommick street, 
a labourer employed by the gas company, said 
that with another labourer and the deceased 
man they were taking a gas service to the 
lodge at the racecourse gate at Ashtown, and 
when a trench to the main pipe had been 
dug, Norgrove cut a hole in the main pipe 
and made a connection. Witness and the 
other labourer then filled in the trench, while 
the deceased man walked around and subse- 
quently sat down on a bucket and asked 
witness to get him a drink of water as he 
had a pain in his side, The deceased man 
was sitting with his hands over his heart. 
He drank some of the water, and a few 
minutes later he collapsed. 

The only time witness got a smell of gas 
was when the deceased man was cutting the 
main pipe. Nergrove was out of the hole 
for half sn hour before he complained. 

John Cooney, @ superintendent in the Gas 
Company, said that deceased man had been 
employed at the same class of wor’: for 20 
years. 

In reply to Mr. Corrigan, who appeared

men were at such work the gas was not, cut 
off, but very little gas escaped. Occasionally 
a man did have a slight collapse, but it was 
very unusual: for men to collapse on this kind 
of work. 

Matthew Daly, an employé oí the Ashtown 
Race Committee, who was working about 
twenty yards away from the tyench, said 
that at one time he felt a fairly strong smell 
of gas, and later he saw that a man had 
collapsed at the trench. ‘Dr. H. 8. Barber, 
house surgeon at Steevens’ Hospital, said that 
following a post-mortem examination he 
came to the conclusion that death was due 
to cardiac syncope. ' During his ‘examination 
he found no evidence of gas poisoning. 

Mr. G. Burne, who represented the Gas 
Company, said that, as a suggestion had 
been made that the deceased man died from 
gas poisoning, he had asked Dr. G. Dockery, 
pathologist, Rotunda Hospital, to make an 
examination. 


Dr. Dockery said that he was present at 
the post-mortem examination and made a 
close examination for carbon monoxide 


poisoning. He could not find the slightest 
trace of it. : 

In reply to Mr. Corrigan, witness said that 
it was extremely improbable that death was 


accelerated by a slight gas attack. 
Superintcndent Walsh represented the

After knocking down and killing a man 
at Westbury, Wilts., on Saturday, a lorry 
driver was, by-a tragic coincidence, directed 
to the dead man’s house when he wanted to 
telephone for an ambulance.

CONCREIE ROAD 
MAKING 


UNIVERSITY SOCIETY, 
LECTURE

The mass concrete and reinforced highways 
that are being constructed in all parts of the 
world to-day were described by Mr. D. K. 
Pollock, Hon. Secretary, in a paper, “ Road 
Construction and Maintenance,” at a meeting 
of the Dublin University Engineering Society, 
held in the Engineering School yesterday. 

Two methods of construction were men- 
tioned by Mr. Pollock. One was the 
‘‘continuous bay, and the other was the 
“alternate bay” system. As concrete in 
setting contracted to an extent which varied 
with the temperature, he said, the latter 
method had much to commend it. 

The lecturer gave a short history of road« 
making from the time of the Romans up to 
the present day, and described how such 
famous engineers as Thomas Telford and John 
McAdam nad designed the roads that they 
had constructed. 

Mr. D. J. Dunn, in proposing a vote of 
thanks to the lecturer, described how such 
chemicals as calcium chloride and silicate of 
soda had been used for accelerating the 
setting of the concrete, to enable traffic to be 
turned on to it more quickly than by the 
ordinary method of slow-setting and harden:

VAGABONDS AND BEGGARS 


= 


The treatment of the poor in Dublin from 
the twelfth to the nineteenth century was 
dealt with by Mr. T. King Moylan in a 
lecture, entitled ‘‘ Vagabonds and Sturdy 
Beggars,’’ which he gave to the Old Dublin 
Society last night. Having failed to rid the 
city of beggars in the middle of the seven- 
teenth century, he said, the authorities 
attempted to put them to work, and the first 
workhouse was established in James’s street 
in 1704. It continued for twenty-five years 
before being turned into a foundling hospital. 
Later was formed the Corporation for the 
Relief of the Poor, which founded the Rich- 
mond, Whitworth and Hardwicke Hospitals, 
the Richmond Asylun (now Grangegorman) 
Mental Hospital, and what was later the 
North Dublin Union Workhouse, then the 
New House of Industry. The first regular 
poor rate in Dublin, said Mr. Moylan, was 
the threepence levied on every house for the 
support of the Dublin Workhouse.

ROYAL IRISH ACADEMY

At a general meeting of the Royal Irish 
Academy held yesterday at Academy House, 
Dawson street, Dublin, Sir Frederick Moore 
presided. 

Professor E. J. Conway, U.C.D., read a 
paper on “The Structural Laws of the 
Mammalian Kidney with Theoretical Deri- 
vation.”
